ABOUT A THOUSAND PEOPLE THERE, BUT FEW CAME TO DANCE. 

THEY CAME TO WATCH AND LISTEN INSTEAD. FIRST, THERE WAS 
THE BIG ORCHESTRA OF COUNT BASIE, AND THEN A RELATIVELY 
NEW GROUP OF SEVEN MEN WHO CALL THEMSELVES "ROOMFUL OF 
BLUES", FROM THE STATE OF RHODE ISLAND. THE GROUP'S MUSIC 
RANGES FROM THE STYLE OF THE FORTIES TO THE RHYTHM AND 
BLUES TUNES THAT WERE PREDECESSORS TO ROCK AND ROLL IN THE 
FIFTIES AND UP TO THE CONTEMPORARY URBAN BLUES SO POPULAR 
NOW. GREG PICCOLO, TENOR SAXOPHONIST AND LEADER OF THE 
GROUP, SAID THE BAND WAS FORMED IN 1971 == AND THAT 

NONE OF THE MUSICIANS READ MUSIC. IT CERTAINLY WASN'T
